The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless 
the examiner indicates he or she will do so. it is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is made and to correct matenal inaccuracies 
which bear directly on the question of patentability.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of partidpant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent/examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
" ^^o^^o^^ments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. ■ 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noteti lta!^S the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless SlSSte s Sppiemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
